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ARRESTED FOR RAPE.

Wm. Lane Walved Examination This
ATernoon Before Justice Filloon.

A large crowd assembled at Justice
Filloon’s coort at 2 o'clock this after-
moon in antieipation of having the pre-
limnary examination in the case of
‘Btate of Oregon vs. Wm. Lane for raps,
alleged to be committed on the person
of a little girl of 12 years. The
large number of people who thronged
the coort room and sidewalk in front,
overflowing even into the street, was
doomed to disappointment in their
guest for the sensationsl, for other
than the sight of the defendant and ac-
cuser being brought face to face, it was
not vouchsafed them this time to follow
the details of the alleged crime through
the testimony, for the defendant waived
examination and was bound over under
$300 bonds to appear before the grand
jury at thie next term of court.

‘Tbe father of the girl was ignorant of
the real nature of the case until yvester-
day morning. He had been much ag-
gravated of late by the persistence of
Lane in seeking his young daunghter, be-
ing powerless to prevent hie meeting her
by anything he could do. While yet not
guspecting any intimacy between them,
he determined to plece the matter be-
fore the attention of the authorities, anc
yesterday he appeared before Re-
¢order Phelps saying that before resort-
ing te the shotgun to keep Lane away
from the house he had decided to see if
the iaw could notbe made to serve the
game ende., He was informed by the

. officer that there was nothing criminal
in Lane’s going to ‘kis bouse nor his per-
gistence, and that if he-could not keep
him away, the officers.conld not, unless
some breach of the peace waa committed.

The father left, bot in the meantime
other disclosures were made which led
to Lane’s arrest on the -charge of rape,
and {ater the father appeared and swore
out & warrant in the regular way,

It seems that the girl’s older eister
had shortly «fter the father left the
house, found & letter upen her person
wvigped *“Willie,”” which is so ob-
ecene aa fo be awmiit for publication, The
letter contained & proposal for & meeting,
and s threat against her ‘father for his
impertinent interference between them.
Whoever was tone author ias possessed of
a very debased and criminal mind, for
the suggestions are conched in the most
indecent language, and the threat
againset the fie of the girl’s father to his
damghter betraye a very brutal mind.

The girl was then taken to the re-
corder’s office. For a while she main-
tained an attibude of -reserve, but later
broke down and made a complete con-
feesion.

The child is more sinned against than
einning herself, -She is bat 12 years old
and has been a prey {o the passion of
anether, rather than possessing a desire
hersdlf to wander from the path of
virtue. For-sech child victims the laws
of Gregon have protected them in every
way postible by fixing the age of con-
gent at 16 years.

BOURKE COCKRAN ON BRYAN.

The Eloguent Ex-Congressman Exposes the

Free Silver Frand on Workingmen.

In hias great speech in Madison Square
Garden, New York city, ex-Congress-
man Bourke Cochran said in reply to
Pregidential Candidate Bryan:

If everything in this world or in this
country, including Jabor, be increased
in valoe tomorrow in like proportion,
not one of us wonld be affected at all
If that was Mr. Bryan’s echeme, he
would néver have a Populist nomination
to give him importance in the eyes of
this community. If that were all that
he meant, he wonld not be supporting
it, and I would not be taking the trou-
ble to oppose it. If everything in the
world be inereased 10 per cent in value,
why, we would pay 10 per vent in addi-
tion for what we wounld buy and get 10
per cent more for what we would sell. |

What, then, is it? It is an increase in |
the price of commodities and all®ving |

labor to shift for itsolf. If the price of
commodities be increased and the price
of Jabor be left stationary that means a
cutting down of the rate of wages.
If, instead of a dollar which consiste of
a given quantity of gold equal to a hon-
dred cents anywhere in the world, with !
the purchasing power of a hundred |
cents, the laborer is to be paid in dol- l
Iars worth 50 cents éach, he can only |
buy half as much with a day's wages as
he buys now. If the value of this Popn-
list scheme, then, ia to be tested, let the
laboring men of thie conntry ask Mr.
Bryan and his Populist friends a simple, |
common, everyday question, “Where |
do I come in?"”

Mr. Bryan himself bas a glimmering
idea of where the laborer will come in,
or, rather, of where he will go out.
There is one paragraph in his speech
which—whether it was the resnlt of an |
unconscious stumbling into candor or |
whether it was a contribution made in

e stress of logical discussion I am ut-
terly nnable to say—that throws a flood
of light upon the whole purpose underly- |
ing this Populist agitation. Wage earn- |
ers, Mr. Bryan says, know that while a
gold standard raises the purchasing
power of the dollar it also makes it !
more diffionlt to obtain possession of the |
dollar. They know that employment is |
less permanent, loss of work more prob- |
able and re-employment less certain.

If that means anything, it means
that a cheap dollar wounld give him
more employment, more frequent em- |
ployment, more work and a chance to |
get re-employment after he was dis-
charged. If that meana anything in the
world to a sane man, it means that if |
the laborer is willing to have his wages |
eut down he will get more work [

If it were true thatareduction in the
rate of wages would inorease the chance |
of employment, I would not blame Mr. |
Bryan for telling the truth, because, :
however unpalatable the truth may be,
I conceive it the duty of any man who |
attempts to address his' fellow citizens |
never to shrink from a statement of the
whole truth, whatever may be the con-
sequencer to himself. DBut, as a matter
of fact, a diminution in the rate of wages
does not increase the scope of employ-
ment.

There cannot be an abundant prodoct
unless labor is extensively employed.
You cannot have high wages unless |
there is an extensive produotion in ev- |
ery department of industry, and that is ‘
why I claim that wages are the one
sole test of a country’'s cundit.ion—thati:
high wages mean abundant protection, |

|
|

and abundance necessarily means pros-
perity. Mr. Bryan, on the other hand,
wounld have you believe that prosperity
i8 advanced by cheapening the rate of
wages, but the fall in the rate of wages |
always comes from a parrow prodac-
tion, and narrow production means

market. When, after the panic of 1878,
the price of labor fell to 90 cents a day,

the rate of labor was $2, and the differ-
ence between the Populist, who seeks
to cut down the rate of wages, and the
Democrat, who seeks to proteot it, is
that the Democrat believes that high
wages and prosperity are synonymous,
and the Populist wants to ont the rate
of wages in order that he may tempt
the farmer to make war upon his own

workingmen.

If you lay a gold dollar ¢n the anvil
and hammer it ount of shape, it is still
worth §1.

If you do a gilver dollar the same
way, yon hammer 46 cents out of it,
and it is worth its bullion value only,
or 54 cents.

Gold loses ocoin ghape, yet loses no’
value.

I= it wise to
drive from the United States this gold
of fixed value by introducing the free
coinage of inferior silver and make
yourself the prey of brokers? '

How do you find business? If yon |
want to borrow money, are you not told
that this free silver racket is scaring in-
vestors? Don't manufacturers complain
that they have difficulty in getting Joans
with which fo buy raw material, pay
wages and carry stocks of goods? Isn't
the uncertainty about the money in
which loans will be repaid playing the
dickens with credits and oonfidence

among business men?
